GM-Union Conference Nears Close; Sit-Downs Continue in Detroit 
Parts Plants; Steel Industry Announces $5 Day Minimum, 
40-Hour Week; Output Estimated at 124,524 Cars and Trucks 





Only the question of a minimum wage re- 
mains to be settled out of the eight issues 
on which General Motors and the United 
Automobile Workers’ Union started bar- 
gaining two weeks ago after the close of 
the strike. It appeared late Tuesday afternoon that the 
conferences would be ended before nightfall. It is 
doubtful if any announcements will be made immedi- 
ately. Monday’s discussions are said to have centered 
around the Chevrolet and Fisher Body strikes in Janes- 
ville, Wis., and C. E. Wilson, GM vice-president, declared: 
“We hope we have settled the dispute.” Operations at 
both were resumed Tuesday morning. Also settled Mon- 
day afternoon was a tentative agreement on arrange- 
ments to settle charges of discrimination against union 
men. Terms of all questions already settled are under- 
stood to have been put in writing but the report is being 
withheld until all points of dispute are settled and a final 
form agreed upon. Signed contracts will not be made, it 
is reported; instead, each side will rely on the good faith 
of the other. Abolition of piece-work is reported to have 
been agreed upon. It is believed the union will not press 
for the six-hour day and 30-hour week plan during the 
current production season. Meanwhile, Homer Martin, 
UAW president, and Richard Frankensteen, organization 
director, were preparing for the beginning of confer- 
ences with Herman L. Weckler and Lester L. Colbert, 
Chrysler Corp. representatives, which open today.

Sit-Downs idle because of sit-down strikes. Plants 
Continue occupied ranged from automotive concerns 
In Detroit to restaurants and dime stores as petty 


grievances seemed to call for labor’s latest 
weapon, the sit-down. The automotive concerns affected 
included the Ferro Stamping Co., the Timken-Detroit 
Axle Co. plant No. 1 and the Advance Stamping Co. At 
Grand Rapids, Mich., the Atwood Brass Co., automobile 
hardware maker, and at Yale, Mich., the Yale Woolen 
Mills, upholstery maker, were added to the list of struck 
plants. In Detroit, Circuit Judge Allan Campbell issued 
a show-cause order returnable Wednesday afternoon to 
determine why a temporary injunction restraining sit- 
down strikers from interfering with the operation of the 
Ferro Stamping plant should not be issued. The order 
was read to the 56 strikers by sheriff’s officers. The 
strike started Feb. 18. The company charged the strikers 
threatened to take over the executive offices and that 
strikers beat up three non-strikers. Judge Campbell also 


issued an order to show cause why 400 sit-downers at the 
Timken plant should not be evicted. The order is return- 
able Thursday morning. The Timken strike began Feb. 
23. The strikers are charged with trespassing. After a 
week’s parley with the UAW, National Automotive Fibres, 
Inc., announced a general upward revision of pay rates 


Monday. 


Possibility of any further tie-up as a 
result of threatened steel strikes seemed 
more remote when five independent 
steel corporations Monday announced 
establishment of the 40-hour week and 
$5 a day for their workers. In a concerted move, the 
National Steel Corp., the Inland Steel Co., the Republic 
Steel Corp. and the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co.—all 
independents—announced that on Mar. 16 they would in- 
augurate a minimum wage scale of $5 a day and time 
and a half for all work exceeding 40 hours a week. The 
present week is 48 hours and the minimum $4.20 a day. 
At the same time, the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corp., larg- 
est producer in the business, recognized John L. Lewis’ 
claim to bargain collectively for union workers. Shortly 
afterwards, Bethlehem Steel, second largest producer, 
announced a 40-hour week, a 10 cents an hour raise and 
time and a half for overtime. Bethlehem said that 
changes would permit work on government contracts 
under the Walsh-Healy Act provisions. More than 
$100,000,000 was represented in the wage increases of the 
independents. If all companies adopt the rates the steel 
industry’s annual wages will pass the billion-dollar mark. 
Jones & Laughlin, another steel leader, announced con- 


ferences are being held with workers on wages.

Homer Martin told a mass meeting. Defying Gov. Hoff- 
man’s warning that sit-down strikers will not be toler- 
ated in New Jersey, Martin declared that “before we are 
through, we are going to do the same in New Jersey that 
we did in Michigan, whether the governor likes it or not. 
If we have to sit down to save lives, we are going to sit 
down. We will sit till hell freezes over and then we will 
fight them on the ice.” Martin invited the governor, who 
was not present, “to come along with us and let us use 
the militia to save lives.” But if he doesn’t, Martin de- 
clared, “just move out of the way.”

Production of cars and trucks for the week 
ending Mar. 6 is estimated by ADN at 124,- 
524, the highest for any week this year. The 
revised estimate for the week ended Feb. 27 
is set at 108,909. All General Motors units 
were near top schedules and have very little further to 
go before reaching capacity. Chevrolet is running at a 
rate of about 6,000 a day and will end up the week only 
slightly under Ford’s 32,000. Ford for some time has been 
trying to lift schedules and it is likely there will be further 
increases shortly when all branch plants get into the 
swing. Plymouth has been sticking to 11,000 for the week, 
a rate which means capacity at that plant. Dodge is

holding to about 8,500 for the week. Pontiac has set a 
rate of about 6,000 a week and it appears this will be 
further lifted very shortly. The plant added to its final 
assembly line during the recent shut-down, which ma- 
terially increased its production capacity. Oldsmobile. is 
crowding close with 5,800 units ready for assembly this 
week. Buick should have no trouble hitting 5,650 and there 
is a strong possibility that before the week is over the 
total will be above this mark. Packard’s March schedule 
of 15,000 cars calls for about 3,260 units this week. Nash 
and LaFayette expect to run off about 2,600 jobs. Hudson 
and Terraplane are down slightly to about 2,575. Stude- 
baker has also dropped a little to 2,074. De Soto and 
Chrysler are holding steady with 2,200 and 2,000, respec- 
tively. Cadillac has an increasingly large bank of unfilled 
orders on hand and this week’s schedule of 1,500 may be 
increased next week. Graham is expected to complete 525 
assemblies and Cord about 40. Other companies, including 
truck makers, will add 8,800. Included in the table on 
this page is a revised February production estimate and a 
comparison, make by make, with the same month last 
year. February production is estimated by ADN at 324,948 
units. Last year the official total was 300,874, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reported. With the exception of GM 
units, all plants showed increases over last year’s rate. 
In many instances these increases were more than double. 
Production so far this year has passed the 750,000 mark 
and had it not been for the strike the 1,000,000-mark 
would have been passed.

With 39 states reported, ADN’s esti- 
mate for January passenger car 
registrations has been revised down- 
ward to between 275,000 and 280,000 
units for the month. This compares 
with last week’s estimate of 282,000, when it was indi- 
cated that revisions would be necessary as more states 
reported. Since it appears that the states already re- 
ported are not representative as formerly, the January 
registration total will probably be nearer 280,000 than 
275,000 units. Roughly accounting for 75 per cent of all 
registrations, the 39 states reporting to date total 204,486 
cars, compared with 161,007 a year ago. With this ratio 
holding fast, this year’s January figure would be around 
272,000 units, as against the January, 1936, total of 
215,782. But since these states apparently are not truly 
representative, it is more likely that the January, 1937, 
total will be between 275,000 and 280,000 units, with a 
strong probability it will be closer to the higher figure. 
As reported previously, the recent flood and strike tie-ups 
are not expected to show any appreciable effect until the 
February returns start coming in, when it is likely a 
noticeable drop will occur.

Based on reports from 38 states, ADN 
estimates January truck registrations 
at 48,500 units, the same figure an- 
nounced last week. Although the final 
total may drop slightly under the esti- 
mated 48,500, January, 1937, nevertheless will set a new 
all-time high for the month by approximately 4,000 units. 
The previous high mark for January was established 
last year with 43,760 units. The 38 states reporting to 
date, which accounted for approximately 73 per cent of 
registrations last year, total 34,807. This compares with 
32,203 units reported by the same states in January, 1936.
